Mukden, Feb. 22. — Reports from 
scouts show the Japanese have con- 
structed three lines of narrow gauge 
rallwny from Rfiiillgal to Padyasa 
or Hotiliai JIMl and from Shakhe to 
Slnchinpii. The Btaffs of Field Mar- 
shal Oyama and General Kuroki and 
Oku are at Ltaoyang, which is strong- 
ly forUfied. The NIntli '..ti 
comnmnded by General Xu^i lia.s ai 
rived at Llauyang and the first dl- 
vision is now arriving thera. 

There are reports that the Japa- 
nese arc reinforcing Korea. 

The Chinese say siege giins are to 
be retired. A secret order iKsnod by 
General Oku has b«en captured. It 
says:

melts.

Washington, D. C, Feb. 28.— 

President Theodore Roosevelt and 
party left this morning for Phila- 
delphia, Pa., where the president ad- 
dressed the students of the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania, and where the 
regents of the ITnivorsIty will con- 
fer on him the degree of doctor of 
laws, at which time the degree will 
also be conferred on the emperor of 
Germany. 

Frc.;i(Ieiit Roo.sevelt In his ad- 
JrebH, spoke as follows" 

As a nation we have had our full 
share of great men, but the two men 
of preeminent greatness who, as the' 
centuries go on, will surely loom 
above all others are Washington and 
Lincoln; and It Is percullarlv llttinjr 
that their birthdays should be cele- 
brated every year and the meaning 
of their lives brought home close to 
us. 

No other city in the country l.s so 
closely Identified with Washington's 
career as Philadelphia. He served 
here In 1775 in the Continental Con- 
gress. He was here as commander 
of the .\rmy at the time of the battles 
of Brandywine and Germantown; 
and It was near here that with that 
army he faced the desolate winter at 
Valley Forge, the winter which mark- 
el the turning point of the Revolu- 
tionary war. Here he came again as 
President of (he Convention which 
framed the Constitution, and th^n as 
President ot the Unttea Sutes. alkd 
Anally as Lieutenant-Oeneral of the 
Army after he had retired from the 
Presidency. 

One hundred and eight years ago. 
Just before he left the Presidency, he 
Issued his farewell addresH, and in it 
he laid down certain principles which 
he Relieved should guide the citisens 
ot the 'Republic for all time to come, 
his own words being, "which appear 
to me all-lniportaiit to the ])eruianen- 
cy of your felicity as a people." 

Washington, though In some ways 
an even greater man than laincoln, 
did not ha>e Lincoln's wonderful 
gift of expression that gift which 
makes lorliilii s|K Ti tles of the rall- 
splltter fi'oiii Illinois rrihl lil^i- the in- 
spired utterances of the great He- 
brew seers and prophets. But be 
had all of Lincoln's sound common 
sense, far-sightedness, and devotion 
to a U)i' v nl. il Like Lincoln he 
sought alter the noblest objects, and 
like Lincoln he sought after them 
by thoroughly practical methods. 
These two greatest Americans can 
fairly l)t' called lh(> best among the 
great men of the world, and greatest 
among the good men of the world. 
Bach showed in actual practice his 
capacity to secure under our system 
the pricele.s.s union of individual lib- 
erty with the governmental strength. 
Bach was as free from the vices of 
the tyrant as from the vices of the 
demagogue. To each the empty fu- 
lility of tlio mere doitrinaire wa.s as 
alien as the baseness of the merely 
self-respectinfr politician. Each was 
incapable alike of the wickedness 
which seeks by iorce of arms to 
wrong ot tiers an'^ of the no less crim- 
inal weakness which falls to provide 
effectively against hatag wrtmgad by 
others. 

Among Washington's maxims 
wbicb ha bequathed to bfs country- 
men were the two following: "Ob- 
serve good faith and justice toward 
all nations," and "To be prepared for 
war is the most effective means to 
i)roniote peace." These two princi- 
ples takan together should form the 
basis of our whole foreign policy. 
Neither is sufficient taken by Itself. 
It is not merely an idle dream, but a 
most mischievous dream, to believe 
that Ihere refraining from wrongdo- 
ing will Instire us against being 
wronged. Yet, on the other ha. id. a 
nation prepared for war Is a menace 
to mankind unless the national pur- 
poM is to treat other nations wich

lilrmlngham, FV»b. 22. — The scene 

at the Virginia mltics where the ter- 
liflc afterdamp explosion Imprison- 
ed lOti men, seven hundred feet be- 
low the surface was the most grue- 
some and harrowing ever witnessed 
in this section of Alabama. 

Of the miners who entered the 
mines so far fifty bodies have been 
recovered. Aa time grows, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the rescuers 
to reach the entombed men, recovtry 
already of so m.-iny dead bodies, pre- 
<'ludes any idf'a that any living men 
ren^aln among the unfortunates still 
In Ihe mine. 

The rorpses are frightfully man- 
gled and disfigured and Identifica- 
tion almost Inii/osslble. Many of 
them are so badly bruised and twist- 
ed and discolored that negroes can 
not be (fistlagulshed from white 
men. 

All day long at the momli of the 
mine, the walling aud moaning of 
wolpken and children, whose unfortu- 
nate relatives were In the mine were 
the' most heartrending feature of the 
disaster. Otu' hundred families and 
oUO children are left destitute and 
wlt^iout means of support. 

As the bodies of the victims, which 
In inany cases have been gathered 
together piece at a time, were 
brought to the surface and they were 
placed In rows on a platform and 
li.tin this evening ambulances began 
tfinW' removal to Bessemer; -* 

One of the most grewsome sights 
witnessed was a mans head being 
carried out ot tha mine In a din- 
ner basket. It was found in this 
position with the flesh almost en- 
tirely burned away from the skull. 
I.,egs, arms and mangled trunks 
were brought out In succession. 

After nightfall the entrance to the 
mine was converted Into a veritable 
clKimber of Ivorrors. the awfulness of 
wliich was Intensified by flickering 
lamps as the feeble rays fell upon 
the* maagled and bleeding fragments 
of human fiesh strewn about the en- 
iriince. Many stout hearted men, who 
had been assisting In the work of 
rescue, were forced to give up the 
task and numerous persons have 
fainted upon seeing the ghastly ar- 
liiy of bodies. 

.Many bodies can be seen floating 
in the water In the ii.ir.c. winch can 
not be reached by rescuers.

There have been rather sensa- 
tional developments In the tax col- 
lection controversy today. One feat- 
ure was the forcible taking away 
from the court house by Sheriff Lee 
Potter ot the' assessor's book for 
1903. He did this at the advice of his 
atomeys. 

County Judge Lighttoot today call- 
ed a .special session of fiscal court 
for next .Monday morning, but de- 
clined this afternoon to state for 
what purpose it was called. It Is un- 
derstood It Is in connection with the 
tax {ont riiversy, and that Sheriff 
Poller will have his attorneys there. 

Attorneys representing Sheriff 
Potter called this morning on .ludge 
Lighttoot and wanted to take the 
assessor's hooks to their otBce, but 
were reftised them. Judge Lighttoot 
states hi' (ifl'i'r;'d to lei ihcm have 
the book a week If they would allow 
him to have the uherlff's books a day, 
l)iU they declined. 

.liisi after noon the 1903 book 
was forcibly taken from' the young 
man employed to copy them, at the 
court house, by the sheriff. 

Attorney Charles K. Wheeler, of 
the firm Wheeler. Hughes and Ber- 
ry, emploved yesterday by Sheriff 
Potter, this afternoon gave out ihc 
following statement: 

"The law requires the county 
clerk to make out a list of all taxa- 
ble property in a book and deliver 
Miat book to the sheriff; from this 
book taxes are computed and col- 
lected. We are about to prepare a 
siateineni. for Mr. Potter, showing 
the exad status of taxes collected by 
him for the year 1903, and In order 
ts.4o srn Inielllgcutly It was nre^s- 
sary to have the book given him by 
the clerk for that year. 

"The sheriff b.v law, ihe cu.sto- 
dlan of this book, but, at the re- 
quest of Judge Llghtfoot he has giv- 
en it to him, and although we have 
retniested Judge Lighttoot to allow 
ii.< to examine this book he has dcclin 
ed to do so, unless we did so in an 
open office at the courthouse where 
the general public is adnlitted. and 
not then If same interfered with the 
investigation tifi now has in pro- 
tress. 

"Feeling that we could not. In 
Justice to our client, make an exami- 
nation tinder such circumstances, we 
direc'ed Mr. Potl»r lo get the book, 
as he had the legal right lo do; he 
now has charge of the book and af- 
ter our examination, It will be re- 
turned to the county clerk's ofllce, 
and wl^ be open to examination Of 
the public, as It now is. 

"We make this statement in Jus- 
tice to^our client, and that the pub- 
lic may understand he was acting 
under our advice in olitainlng the 
book for our examination." 

County Judge R. T. Lighttoot gave 
out a statement this afternoon as fol- 
lows: 

"linincdlately after dinner today 1 
went to the sheriff's oflUe and made 
formal demand on hini to permit me 
to copy the colleftlon books for the 
years 1902, 1^03 and 1904, and also 
Ihe auditor's books for the same 
.\ears, and he stated he would let me 
copy the auditor's books, but not the 
collection books because he had been 
Instructed by his attorneys not to let 
me make a copy. He stated, howev- 
er, that he would go and see his at- 
torneys and a.'<certain if they desired 
to let me look at the collecting book 
while I copied the auditor's books, 
and w hile he knaw I was at his office, 
deiibcrately went to the court house 
and by force took the asMBSor's book 
for 1903, the year we are working 
on, and carried it away. This to the 
book, or one of the hooks, he said 
In a previous interview he wotrid 
.>i;tadly aud wllliugly turn over to me. 
This will not affect my work In the 
Investigation, however, as I have a 
copy of this book and will continue 
to rec eive receipts at the court house 
and coniiniie the investigation." 

Judge Llghtfoot said further that 
probably the reason so few people 
had called at the sheriff's ofllce to 
have money refunded is because he. 
liulKe Llghtfoot, has their receipt? 
and they have nothing to show Ir 
demanding a correction of alleged 
errors. He claims to have several 
^inall boxes of the sheriff's receipts 
and says they are siiil coming u' 
by every mall, in addition to being 



brought In by the doien. He says his 

present Intention Is to get as many 
receipts as possible and have the as- 
sesor's hooka copied, and the 
amounts computed, so when a re- 
ceipt Is brought In, the book can he 
referred to, and the exact amount 
of taxes due ascertained. This, with 
the amount shown on the receipt, 
will show whether or not there has 
been any overcharge. The sheriff's 
I books are reiilly not necessary, as 
I the atnoiiiii )i,'iid can be determined 
i by the tax receipts, and the amount 
that ;ivas due by the assessor's book, 
I which Judge Llghtfoot has. 

.ludge Llghtfoot stated In conclu- 
i sion that he desired to continue the 
Investigation and urged that all tax 
payers bring in person or mall their 
receipts to him.
